WOMAN'S WOSX AND WOMAN'S WAGES. 


Mr. Charles W. Elliott, of New York, a 


woll known author, has written an article 
which appears in the August number of 
the North America!! Review, on "Wom- 
an's Work aud Woman's Wages." While 
he admits that the present aud future 
condition and position of workingwomeu 
is ono of tho most subtle aud 
difficult 


questions of tho day, he does not point 
out a practical way by which their condi- 
tion can bo improved. There has been 
no article written for any of our maga- 
zines for months that contained as much 
discouragement 
for tho women who 


work with their hand or brain for n, liv- 
ing as Mr. Elliott's article iu tho He- 
view. Summing up his position iu 113 
few words as possible, he does not see 
any advantage 
to 
bo 
derived 


from tho employment of women in man's 
work, whether of hand or of brain, aa 
such employment, according to his viowg, 
reduces man's wages aud does not really 
add to the total resources of tho whole 
class of workers. 


The fault with Mr. Elliott's position is 


that it is not practical. He does uv>t want 
women to do the work that men should 
do. They must not engage iu clerkships, 
nor in in telegraphy, nor in newspaper 
writing, nor in school-teaching, nor in 
setting type, nor in manipulating sewing 
machine, nor in factories, nor iu any- 
thing that men can properly do. 
It 


would bo a blessed thing for society, and 
a social millennium for the human race, if 
all \romej could marry and marry woll 
but this is ouo of tho impossible things 
and it is idle to discuss the question. It 
is very easy and fascinating to write iu a 


ater vein as to what tho condition 


and position of women should be, but 
when wo 
consider that 
there 
are 


15,000 unmarried women in Chicago, and 
50,000 iu New York city, who are com- 
pelled, wo may say, by unfortunate birth, 
to work for their living or starve and go 
out of tho world in rags, there is 
no rose-water view to be taken ot thc 
question. 


These unmarried women whoso lot is 


labor and little rest, are numbered by 
tens of thousands in tho United States, 
and how is Mr. Elliott going to better 
their condition? They are iu the world, 
not of their own .choice, and they nr. jt 
earn their living or sufl'er for food r.n.1 
become distressed for clothing, All of 
them cannot get married, and all who 
marry do not riso abovo want or above 
the demands ot labor. 
Thoro are many 


cold facts that confront us regarding 
woman's condition, and what aro we go- 
ing 
to 
do 
about 
it? 
To 
say 


that 
tens 
of 
thousands 
are 


doing tho work which their physical and 
mental condition toll UH they should not 
do, does not meet tho question. With a 
vast surplus ot unmarried women in 
every town aud city in tho laud who 
have no means of support except by con- 
stant toil, they must do that kind o£ la- 
bor which will give them food to eat and 
clothing to wear. 
They must run tho 


sowing machine, set type, stand be- 
hind tbo counter, work in millinery 
shops, 
clerk 
iu 
oilices, 
teach 


school, aud work iu 
factories. 
As 


deeply lamentable as the fact is, domes- 
tic avocations surrounded by all tho com- 
forts ot a pleasant homo, are not for all 
women- All of thorn cannot bocomo the 
cento? of a system of social delights.

is toil, work, scrimping, enduring, suffer- 
ing, and ill-health, to the end. 


But there are sorao women, as tiioro

Madison is trying to come to the sur- 


face as a manufacturing center, and tho 
Democrat of that city, quoting from Pres- 
ident Keep ot the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern railway, predicts that Madison will 
have a population of 40,000 within ten 
years. This prediction was based on the 
fact that the city has superior railway 
facilities, and upon the assumption tha* 
for manufacturing purposes, steam, in 
the end, is cheaper .than water-power. 
Using Jaiiesville aa" au illustration of 
what manufacturing establishments will 
do for a city, the Democrat saye: 


The city o£ JanosviUe has several larfjo inan- 


uracturing establishments, all of which, we un- 
derstand, uavo of late years been very profit- 
able. In conversation with an intelligent and 
enterprising citizen of that place recently, he 
informed ns that the oldest cotton factory there 
had paid an annual dividend oE ten iierccntuin 
Binco itn establishment, aud that one of the 
later factories had paid a dividend of thirty, 
three per centum. He further stated that entcr- 
prisiny capitalists of that city had matured 
plans fofcrecling there tho largest factory for 
the mannfactnrc of cotton i^oods in thc north- 
west. There is already a shoo factory at Janes- 
ville. and a boot factory is now to lie added. 
That city promises to rival ItockCord in its iniui- 
uCucturing enterprises. 


It is pretty sate to say that President 


Keep's prediction in regard to Madison's 
wonderful increase in population, will 
never be verified. But there is much to 
give Madisouiaus encouragement. It has 
excellent railway facilities, and tho opin- 
ion is fast gaming gnmnd.as will bo seen 
by the discussions m the newspapers by 
prominent manufacturers, that steam is 
cheaper than water power. It is pleasant 
to note the fact that tho Madison pcoplo 
are beginning to see that business blocks 
are better than boarding houses, and 
manufacturing establishments more to be 
desired than anmial sessions of tho Jjog- 
islature.

Injurious Insects. 


There nro few things more humiflat- 


ino; to immunity than the sense of rntuj s 
helplessness before very small insects. 
Tigers or wolves we can exterminate 
rosily enough, if we really set ourselves 
to work at it; rats, inico and weasel? 
we can keep down somehow. 
But be- 


fore the Colorado beetle or the seven- 
teen-year locust we are practically al- 
most" n-sourccluss. 
And before the 


phylloxera or the hop-lly we can hardly 
do more than look on regretfully with 
folded hands. Yet it is some consola- 
tion In reflect that what seems at iir.st 
sight a useless and purely ornamental 
tiiMunce can help us to some extent in 
dealing with these infinitesimal pests. 
Tliu only way to conquer them, if way 
tliuro be at all, is to learn their whole 
life-history; to know them in the egg, 
i:i the larva, in the pupa, in the full- 
llodged insect; to crush them in every 
stage with whatever weapon the subt'.e- 
tius'of chemistry or mere ingenious 
brute force can suggest; and to do noth- 
ing which can in any way give them a 
single extra chance of life. 
Nothing, in 


fact, could bettor .show the intimate in- 
teraction and reaction of knowledge and 
practice- than this interesting slimy. On 
the one hand, no means can be devised 
for getting rid of injurious insects ex- 
cept by a thorough scientific acquaint- 
ance with their origin and metamor- 
phoses; on the other hand, no such care- 
ful observations on particular life-his- 
tories have ever been undertaken, prob- 
ably, except \villi the stirnulns of some 
praVtie.'il advantage lo mankind in view. 
Thus SL-ienue and "agriculture both gain 
by the conjunction. 
Even 
butterfly- 


liunting has its special commercial uses, 
when tin; bullerily turns out to be the 
parent of the goosuborry caterpillar, or 
to lay the eggs from which a warm sun 
will hatch out the destructive, cabbage- 
worm. 


Many of these observations help to 


bring out the minute interaction which 
often obtains between clillbrent parts 
of the organic balance; so that if we 
want to exterminate a particular insect, 
we must sometimes begin by encourag- 
ing or repressing some set'.mingly un- 
connected bird or- plant. For example, 
botanists have long known that wot 
seasons are particularly favorable to 
charlock, and that after two or three 
such seasons the JTelds, unless diligently 
weeded, are yellow all over with its 
bright blossom. 
IJut charlock is ap- 


parently the native food-plant of tur- 
nip lly, from which the insect spreads 
easily to the cultivated turnip—a close- 
ly allied artificial form; much as the 
Colorado beetle, originally parasitic on a 
solannm in the Koulcy Mountains, took 
readily to the richer food of the very 
similar potato vines, tis soon as extend- 
ed tillage began to approach Us natural 
habitat. 


Jt is only by such careful observation, 


with practical application of the results, 
that we can hope to outwit our insect 
foes; for the more widely'any particular 
crop is grown, the more general!}' can 
its natural enemies spread and survive. 
Kven in ICnglnnd, where hill and dale, 
copse and hedge break up tlie tilth, and 
whore small fluids of various staples are 
habitually much intermixed, the insects 
can easily migrate from patch to patch 
of tliuir special food-plant; while in 
America, where tho same crop some- 
times covers hundreds of square miles 
together on the unfenccd and unbroken 
plain, locusts and army worms can 
march straight across country, day 
after day. in regular battalions.—^. 
James1 Gazelle. 


Growth of Colts. 


In order lo winter a colt well, and 


have him come out a lino, showy, sturdy 
animal in the spring, particular atten- 
tion must bo paid to his growth during 
the lirst summer and autumn. If the 
mare's milk is at all deficient to keep 
the colt in good l!esh and thriving stead- 
ily, it is best to have recourse at once to 
cow's milk. Skimmed milk answer* 
very well for this purpose, especially if 
a little ilax-secd jelly, oil or cotton-seed 
meal, is mixed with" it. 
A heaped ta- 


ble-spoonful, night and morning, 
is 


enough lo bi'gin with, when tho colt is 
a mouth oH. 
This can bo gradually in- 


creased to a pint per day, by the time 
it is six mcnths o'.d, or double this if 
the colt be of tho largo farm or Cart 


' Horse breed. 


Oats, also, may be given as .soon as 


they can be catou. 
Begin with a half- 


pint, night and morning, and go on in- 
creasing, according lo Iho age and size 
of tho animal, to four quarts per day. 
Those, together with tho meal above, 
should be supplemented with a couple 
of quarts of wheat bran night and morn- 
ing. 
The latter is excellent lo prevent 


worms, and helps to keep tho bowels in 
good condition. 


Colts should not be permitted to stand 


on a plank, cement, paved or any hard 
floor tho first year, as those are liable to 
injuriously ad'oct tho fuel and legs. 
Un- 


less tho yard where colts run in the win- 
ter has a sand)-, or fine, dry, gravelly 
soil, it should bo well littered, so as to 
keep their feet dry. 
Mud, or soft, wet- 


tisli ground, is apt to make tender hoofs, 
no matter how well bred the colt may 
bo. One reason why the horses in one 
district grow up superior to those in an- 
other in hoof, bone, muscle and action, 
is because it has a dry limestone or 
siliceous soil. 
When the mare is at 


work, do not lot the colt run with her; 
and if she comes back from her work 
heated, allow her to get cool bufore 
suckling the colt, as her over-heated, 
milk is liable lo give the. foal diarrluoa.

During tho I-Q- 
ccnt visit of tho Royal Princes to Pal- 
estine, Captain Condor had the honor of 
accompanying their Royal Highnesses 
throughout their tour, which lasted 
nearly six weeks, and extended over all 
Western Palestine, and overagreat part 
of the country cast of Jordan.

haram at Hebron was also explored, and 
a plan and description were prepared 
by Captain Condor, to be submitted to 
his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales.

Accident in n Sulphur Mine. 


The QtizMa Picnionlese reports a ter- 


rible accident in one of Iho sulphur 
mines at Caltanisotta, in Sicily. 
The 


rope by which a wagon heavily laden 
with sulphur was being drawn up an 
incline out of the "TnmminelU" pit.sud- 
denly snapped. Tho wagon thereupon 
commenced descending again, and, 
there being no possibility of stopping 
it, the wagon rushed at a tremendous 
speed to the bottom of the pit, and was 
instantly dashed to pieces. Owing to 
tho high friction the brimstone burst in- 
to flames, with the most distrous results 
to the miners, who were at work at tho 
time. As soon as the fire was extin- 
guished there were no fewer than thir- 
teen dead bodies taken out of the pit, 
tho victims having all been suffocated 
and burned to death. There were, in j 
addition, upward of thirty miners who 
had received injuries, chiefly burns of a 
more or less serious character.

This experiment was made 


upon a crocodile already weakened by 
cold and fatigue. 


A YEAR or more ago a gate-post which 


had been painted with so-called zinc- 
white was noticed to appear black all 
day, gray in the twilight and white dur- 
ing the night, changing black very soon 
after sunrise. Mr.: T. L. Phipson was 
led; to investigate this singular chame- 
leon property of the paint, and after 
much 'research has shown the cause to 
exist in a new metal, which has been 
named actinum on account of its pecu- 
liar actinic effects. It is found in zino 
ores, and resembles zinc. 


ATTENTION has been called to some 


new fact, in relation to color-blindness. 
Careful investigations have shown tho 
Chinese and the Nubians to be prac- 
tically free from this defect. 
Dr. Rob- 


erts has observed that color-blindness is 
most common among persons of reddish 
or red hair, and it is very prominent 
among the Jews, -who are the most de- 
cidedly red-haired of all known races. 
It is thought probable, therefore, that 
there may be some con-elation of color- 
blindness with pigmentation, and in- 
directly with racial peculiarities. 


A SCHOOL-MASTER of Nice has formed 


among his pupils a society for the pro- 
tection of vegetation. 
The members are 


to destroy injurious Jaryre and protect 
harmless birds. 
Their interest in the 


work is kept up by the election of laure- 
ates and the awnrd of prizes. In four 
months of 1881 tho children destroyed 
i,555 belts of moth eggs, representing 
no fewer than 1,363,500 larvro ; 194,328 
cabbage lamo, 1,583 grasshoppers, C20 
butterflies, 58,911 slugs and snails, 1,274 
grubs, and 
35,712 insects of various 


kinds. Tho work is both very valuable 
and very instructive. 


SOUNDS produce in certain individuals 


the impression of color. This curious 
phenomenon, which was first described 
by Nussbaumer in 1873, has recently 
been made the subject of systematic 
study byHerren, Bleulcn, and Lehmann, f 
of Zurich. They find that the colors as-' 
sedated with different notes differ with 
the individuals, being as a rule light for 
high notes and dark for low notes. 
Chords either cause tho colors which 
correspond to their notes to appear to 
the mind side by side, or give a mixture 
of those colors. The same note in dif- 
ferent keys changes in color, and to 
many persons different colors appear 
when the same piece is played by differ- 
ent instruments. ' Noises, as well; OB 
musical notes, 
are accompanied by 


colors, varying with tho intensity and 
pitch of the sound. 
Of 596 individuals 


examined, 
one-eighth 
were -"color- 


hearers." Four persons, perceived sound 
as a result of sensation of light and 
color. A broad, quietly burning gas 
flame led to the perception of a sound 
formed of w and a light vowel e; but 
when the flamo flickered tho sound be- 
came that of I. These cases can gen- 
erally bo explained by an association 
of sounds with colors by the individual 
mindg, and tho phenomenon is largelj 
hereditary. 


Jay Gould's Son as a Pugilist. 


Young Gould is becoming quite a man- 


about-town, and may be seen at boxing 
matches and similar places of amuse- 
ment. His tastes are so strong in this 
direction that ho is under the instructions 
of a professional pugilist, Billy Madden, 
in the manly art of self-defense. 
This 


may not be altogether a matter of tasto, 
as his father's mifortunes may have sug- 
gested it as a wise precaution. This 
expert does double duty. Besides in- 
structing young Gould in his art he 
shadows Jay Gould himself, and the man 
who would attempt to waylay the rail- 
road magnate would fall into horny 
hands.
